want from life” and “Why don’t we get it?’ He has 


succeeded in getting those present to tell him what they 
actually do want, and to give him their own ideas as to 
why they do not get it. On Sunday he is going to deal 
with the question: “Can anyone give us what we want?” 
Mr. Harris’s Student Class at St. Mary’s, West Phila- 
delphia, is probably going to be repeated next semester 
as a public class. 


For four years a committee of ladies has been conducting 
a Soup Kitchen at St. James’s Guild House, 2210 Sansom 
Street. This is purely a Community Charity, having no 
connection with St. James’s Church except that it is 
housed there. Great care has always been taken to avoid 
duplication of effort and to help only such families and 
individuals as are recommended by recognized social 
agencies. A very large and very necessary work is done 
amongst the poorest of the poor, who are supplied with 
food and clothing. Regular visiting is kept up and helps 
to keep up the morale of these distressing cases. The 
committee has always raised its own funds by contribu- 
tions and from the proceeds of entertainments, and now 
asks for cast-off clothing for men, women and children, 
for groceries, canned food, etc. 

We cordially approve of this appeal and hope many of 
you will respond to it. Please send all articles to 2210 
Sansom Street any weekday between 9 A. M. and 4 P. M. 
The Clergy will be glad to forward any money gifts that 
are sent to them.

We are glad to announce that the work is to be presented 
again under Dr. Matthew’s direction by our Choir with 
the assistance of other artists. This time it will be at 
St. James’s Church, on Sunday, January 5th. Because 
of the wide interest in this event it has been arranged to 
give two performances, one in the afternoon at four, 
the other in the evening at eight. 


The Rev. Mr. Harris is to be in Washington most of next 
week attending a Conference conducted by the Archbishop 
of York, Dr. Temple. 


Dr. Mockridge is taking the Sunday morning service and 
preaching at St. John’s, Cynwyd. Dr. Clattenburg, the 
Rector, has been summoned abroad owing to the illness 
of a member of his family. 


Dr. Anthony is conducting the Sunday morning services 
at St. Mary’s, Broad and South Streets. 


Dr. Newton will preach at St. Luke and the Epiphany 
on the 15th, 22d and 29th of this month at 11 A. M. 
This afternoon he is preaching at St. James’s (see 
calendar). 


It is perhaps of interest to both congregations to report 
steady progress in St. James’s annual task of providing 
for its next year’s budget. In the three weeks since 
November 13th, 175 people have sent in cards promising 
$14,500. Cards are coming in daily and the results so far 
are quite unusually encouraging.

The next two or three weeks will be very full ones for 
everybody. Christmas shopping, Christmas presents, 
Christmas parties crowd the days and the nights; and 
then, when the Day itself is over, comes the New Year 
with its festivities. In the midst of all the busyness, the 
fun and the work, the joyous giving and receiving, one 
wonders whether the Coming of Christ on His Birthday 
in 1936 may not be as obscure and unnoticed as was His 
actual birth in Bethlehem. The announcements in this 
week’s Bulletin of Christmas services at the Associated 
Churches, of Christmas parties and other gatherings, show 
how we propose to exalt Him Whom our hectic and per- 
haps selfish preoccupations crowd out of our lives. “O 
come all ye faithful!” 


This issue is a sort of double-barreled one. For St. Luke 
and the Epiphany congregation there is a letter applicable 
to its particular affairs ; for St. James’s people, ditto. The 
common notes and announcements accompany the letter. 


The Vestrymen of St. Luke and the Epiphany entertained 
the Vestrymen of St. James’s and the Clergy of both 
churches at dinner last week. It was indeed a “delightful 
occasion”, and it was something very much more. Upon 
the conclusion of the feast a number of those present made 
speeches giving expression to mutual satisfaction at the 
remarkable unanimity and fine spirit already manifested 
in the Associated Churches enterprise. Better still were 
the thoughtful and very earnest words of several of the 
speakers who saw just ahead of us the accomplishment 
of great things for the Church through the plan and its 
rapidly increasing momentum.

In his recent 
letter to his congregation, Mr. Harris analyzed the St. Luke and the 
Epiphany expense dollar—and found it added up to $1.12! The 
cash offerings at our services ought to adjust that by helping to pro- 
vide the extra twelve cents.

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Church “For the sake of the House of the Lord

We seek the good of the House of the Lord for the 
sake of the city; the Psalmist seeks the good of the city for the sake 
of the House of the Lord. We would foster religion in order to 
improve the city, but the Psalmist would improve the city so as to 
give religion a chance to grow. 

Both he and we agree that religion and civic life are closely 
related, only he puts religion first and makes it supreme. Were he 
writing today, he would say with Hudson Taylor, “If Christ is not 
Lord of all, He is not Lord at all.” Religion is all or it is nothing. 

Once we see that religion is not merely a means to an end, but 
an end in itself, then the whole life of the city must be lifted to 
realize that end. It is when religion is exalted as an end that it 
reveals its power as the one mighty means for the attainment of its 
own ideal. 

Within the Church are many who seek religion but forget the 
city; without the Church are many who seek the good of the city but 
forget the House of the Lord. We must join forces and merge our 
labors in the light of a larger vision, in obedience to a truer ideal. 

Father Dolling, working in the East-end of London, said “my 
people have not enough blood in them to be wicked”; which means 
that they have not enough life in them to be good! Great wealth 
and grinding poverty are alike hindrances to the spiritual life, making 
it unreal. 

Our aim in the Associated Churches is to make religion and life 
one, else neither has any meaning; to make the Church a shrine of 
vision, a focus of faith and fellowship, a center of heavenly sacra- 
ments and human service, to exalt and enrich and redeem the life of 


the city.

The Epiphany, therefore, is honored 
by the Prayer Book exactly as is Christmas Day. The services, at 
St. Luke and the Epiphany, are Holy Communion 7:30 and 10 A. M., 
Evening Prayer at 5.

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Thirty years ago the “horseless carriage” was a rarity. It was 
a novelty for the wealthy, a toy for boys who never grew up. Auto- 
mobiles might still be beyond the reach of most of us had not one man 
conceived the notion of the “poor man’s car”. To accomplish this 
ideal he put into practice a new principle—diversified activity. In his 
factories every man had but a small part of the job to do. Each man 
had his own particular task, but because of this new idea, production 
could be increased and the cost could be made ever so much less than 
it was. The great transportation facilities of today are the result of 
this “division of labor”. 

This “new principle” was new to industry but quite old in the ex- 
perience of the Church. Several centuries ago this principle was 
found to be effective in the Collegiate Churches of the Old World. 
These great centers of activity were so called because they were 
staffed by a college or group of clergy who were devoted to the com- 
mon cause of making Christ known to men. Because of their varied 
talents, they were capable of serving “all sorts and conditions of men”. 
Thus the “new principle” is really the application of an old, old truth 
that “two heads are better than one”, 

As we wrote when the association first took place, “we have no 
new tricks up our sleeves”. The City today differs little from the 
cities of long ago; methods which were time-tried have proved their 
worth. Preaching, teaching, pastoral care, fine music, administration, 
—all have a very real, and a very necessary part in the presentation of 
the Christian Gospel. Every aspect of this presentation can be done, 
and done best, by individuals whose talents are diversified and who 
can exercise them under a plan which allows for the principle of “di- 
vision of labor”. We pray, therefore, that God will “deliver us, in 
our several callings, from the service of mammon, that we may do the 
work which he givest us to do, in truth, in beauty, and in righteous- 
ness, with singleness of heart as his servants, and to the benefit of our 
fellow men”.

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Book To many people the Book of Common Prayer is a beau- 
badd . tifully written, unchangeable, semi-oracular guide to 

decent, orderly worship—or else it seems an antiquated 
manual of stodgy, outworn prayers. 

In reality it is neither of these, for while it is beautifully written 
(except in a few particularly bad spots) it is indeed a very much man- 
made and frequently changed book; while it is old in background it 
has been revised many, many times. Our present book is the result 
of eight revisions, the latest of which was completed in 1928. 

Historically the story of the prayer book is fascinating, but few 
people have time (or rather will give the time) to read a long history 
about it. “Everyman’s History of the Prayer Book” by the Rev. Dr. 
Percy Dearmer (Morehouse Publishing Company, N. Y., $1.00) is 
written for such people. It has only 256 pages, is very well illustrated 
by old plates, and is simple, concise, and quite definitely written for 
the busy man and woman. 

Do you know why the Psalms in the prayer book differ from 
those we familiarly know as the King James Version? Did you know 
that Puritans objected to the ring in the marriage ceremony, or that 
the first prayer book service was held not in Virginia as we might 
expect but in California? Answers to these and many other interest- 
ing questions may be found in this little book. 

Everyone will have a better understanding of “common prayer” 
for having read “Everyman’s History”. It will be useful and interest- 
ing reading not only for those considering confirmation or those re- 
cently confirmed, but also for every man and woman who uses the 
Book of Common Prayer.

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Book Last week in this place we had a notice of a book on 
sais the Prayer Book. This time we are calling attention 
to a book about the Bible. It is written by Dr. Julius 
A. Bewer, professor in Union Theological Seminary, New York, and 
is published by the Columbia University Press. It is one of a series 
of books on “The Records of Civilization”—the series being pro- 
duced under the auspices of the Department of History at Columbia. 
All this shows that the book has distinguished parentage. It is 
called “The Literature of the Old Testament.” It is not a small book 
nor a cheap one, but it is to be recommended as a first class account 
of the origin, the development, to a considerable extent the meaning 
of the thirty-nine books that make up the Old Testament scriptures. 
Dr. Bewer writes clearly and interestingly. His language is 
non-technical and his book therefore is valuable for the general reader. 
It takes for granted as firmly established the results of modern schol- 
arship and one reads it with the feeling that one is sharing in the 
knowledge of a fascinating story about the holy writings written with 
insight and reverence. There are plenty of little books on this sub- 
ject—some good, some bad. This book is worth many of them and 
will well repay its purchaser and reader.

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Book An instructed Churchman should have some definite 
BA general knowledge of the history of his Church. 
Modern conditions and movements in the Church can- 
not properly be understood without a knowledge of the forces, ec- 
clesiastical, political and economic, which have ordered the course of 
the Episcopal Church since colonial days. We need more than a 
record of past events; more than biographies of eminent men. We 
have now a history whose aim is “to show the American Episcopal 
Church as a living institution, and to supply a connected narrative of 
its development both internally and in its relations with the society 


in which it is situated”. The quotation is from the preface to “A 
History of the American Episcopal Church” by the Reverend William 
Wilson Manross, M. A., a Fellow and Tutor of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. (Morehouse Publishing Company; $2.75.) 

This history, published last year, shows careful and exact study 
of available sources, many unused hitherto. It is well written. It is 
an excellent book for the student; it also provides instructive and 
entertaining reading for those who would know more about their 
Church, and who are willing to give some time to serious study of 
the conditions which confronted the Church in the past, and influenced 
its development. 

Some may be more interested in colonial beginnings; others in 
the Church’s reaction to the crisis of the Civil War; others in mis- 
sionary progress or modern movements. These are all part of the 
fascinating story of how the Church has endeavored to meet the 
challenge of each generation and every crisis, and has gone on to a 
larger comprehensiveness in spite of controversies, and a deeper 
earnestness in its efforts to do its part in preaching the Gospel of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ to all the world.

Lent The forty days of Lent are now of nearly universal 

observance. Every year there is wider and deeper 
knowledge of its value and helpfulness. There is not the least doubt 
about these two statements, and they should be reckoned with by all 
of us who plan each year for its observance in our churches. 

In the Associated Churches we are offering a continuous set of 
opportunities in worship, in preaching, in teaching. 

(1) Worship. “Always providing that there is intelligence and 
faith to begin with, custom and habit perform the function of giving 
definiteness and form to what otherwise might remain expressionless”. 
Lent gives us a chance for a deeper and more faithful cultivation of 
the habit of prayer and worship. To come daily—at 7:30 A. M., at 
12:05, or at 5 P. M.—to do this as an obligation we put upon our- 
selves for forty days will deepen and strengthen our lives. To come 
every Sunday, rain, hail, snow or wind, will help us as individuals 
and as members of the Church. 


(2) Preaching. Twice every Sunday, once every weekday (ex- 
cept Thursday) the Ministry of Preaching gives its informing message 
of power and helpfulness. 


(3) Teaching. In Confirmation Instructions and in the School 
of Religion Classes we are offering many opportunities for different 
groups to gain knowledge about life and religion.
